Be­ 
cause of the m ercu rial political situation 
his wish h as been denied. 
Tn cd and w orn out at 87, Rhee is in a 
Honolulu hospital. Since the April, I960, 
riots which toppled him from the p resid ­ 


e n c y he ha* been in exile. 
T hai is nothing new. F o r 19 y e a rs a fte r 
spending seven y ears in J a p a n e se prisons 
for his pari in the abortive 1919 revolution, 
he n * v tr set foot in his own country. 
In 1945 he returned to it after heading 
a sem i-governm ent in exile all those y e a rs. 
He pleaded K o rea’s cause before the L e a ­ 
gue of Nations at Geneva. He talked to in­ 
fluential people all over the world trying 
to get action instead of sy m p ath y in fre e ­ 


ing his country from the J a p a n e s e yoke. 
In 1948 he b ecam e p resid en t of a p a rti­ 
tioned 
country. In the north com m unist 
overlords replaced Ja p a n e se . 
R hee believed him self to be a m an of 
destiny. He w as bitterly anti-com m unist. 
But his heroic m an tle w as m uddied by 
g raft and corruption of his friends. H i s 
A ustrian wife, 
never fully accepted 
by 
K oreans, guarded R h ee’s health so stre n u ­ 
ously th at he w as shut off from all un­ 
pleasan tn ess possible. In the end th a t con­ 
tributed to his downfall. 
But th ere is som ething th at cannot be tak ­ 
en aw ay from the old m an. D uring exile 
his w as the strongest voice crying in the 
diplom atic w ilderness. He w as puzzled by 
the disinterest of w estern ers. Yet he nev­ 
er gave up. 
His m ethods m ay be questioned but his 
sincerity is above reproach.

have the strength and courage to 
face up to the fact and act ac­ 
cordingly."
